Cow Mountain 
hassles 


The Lake County Board of Super- 
visors has accepted the Lake 
County ORV Advisory Commit- 
tee’s First Report on Cow Moun- 


tain. The report raised several questions 
regarding the BLM’s presentation of 
vandalism, trespass and resource damage, 
and also presented several objections to 
a proposal by the BLM to ‘‘close” Cow 
Mountain to public access four days out 
of seven. The Report also requested a 
resolution from the Lake County Board 
of Supervisors to Washington 
congressmen urging passage of a bill 
similar to the Sisk-Johnson Act which 
would allow the BLM to fund for police 
protection through local sheriff's 
departments. 

The BLM has abandoned the four-day 
closure plan, but will restrict ORV 
operation to road and “marked” trails. 
Users of the Cow Mountain area are 
urged to contact Ron Schmitt at P.O. 
Box 964, Lucerne, CA 95458 to assist 
in exploring old trails and developing 
new ones.

To ride something of this 
magnitude “for the fun of it” never 
seems to turn out that way, so Team 
Has-Been (George Clark, Bill Ocheltree, 
Frank Sherrill) has come up with an 
idea to provide an incentive for riding 
the Horn for kicks.

When Honda quit making Super 


Hawks and 
CB/CL350s, 


blooded CB72s and CB77s taught 
a whole generation how to ride 
fast, ready or not. The succeeding 
generation got from Honda a suc- 


cession of road bikes, both twins and 
fours, that were consumer articles first 
and motorcycles second. And something 
was definitely lost in the 
transformation . .. 

Enter one well-thrashed CB 400 with 
5,000 magazine test miles on the clock. 
Some folks call it a cafe racer, even 
though Honda’s official word for it is 
“Road Sport.” (Cafe racers being an 
irresponsible bunch and bad for 
corporate image, y’know.) Yet with 
certain concessions to creature comfort, 
the bike is obviously styled in the SoCal 
road rasher idiom, as the distinctively 
different four-into-one collector exhaust 
fairly screams at the intended market. 

Preconceptions can be deceiving, or 
else an earlier generation of riders were 
cafe racers without knowing it. That 
first ride on the test bike brought back 
the nostalgia in waves — the feel of the 
narrow flat bars, the slightly rearset foot 
position, the easy familiarity that 
immediately established itself between 
machine and rider — hell, this thing is a 
second-generation Super Hawk! Once 
set, that dominant first impression 
remained throughout the test. 

Oh, on spec the CB 400 is simply a 
punched out, restyled CB350F with an 
extra cog. As such, it’s every bit the 
consumer article its predecessor was. It 
fires instantly at a touch of the starter, 
and there’s a choke/throttle 
interconnect for hands-off fast-idle 
warmups. It is so well muffled that the 
loudest engine noise comes from the 
cam chain. 

All the foo-foo Honda stuff is there, 
the standardized controls, the lockable 
seat with two helmet holders, the 
push-button gas cap (that still opens in 
the wrong direction), and the 
instrument panel full of tell-tale lights 
(including one for oil pressure). The 
head and taillights come on 
automatically with the ignition, and 
burn continuously. 

The CB 400 inherits a general 
smoothness and tractability from the 
rest of the Honda fours. You can’t 
really say it vibrates, instead the engine 
makes a vaguely erotic tingle that comes 
and goes. It will idle down to 2500 
RPM in top gear, which works out to a 
barely legal speed for urban 
thoroughfares. The CB 400 can poke 
along in that mode on level ground, 
barely sipping fuel/air mix. 

If you gently crack the throttle, the 
engine will lug away smartly, allowing a 
limited ability to blend with traffic flow 
without a lot of gear-banging. But if you 
get impatient and snatch a whole 
handful at anything below 6000 RPM,

Though its idling and lugging 
characteristics reveal basically mild cam 
timing, the engine is tuned to hit its real 
stride from 6000 to its 10,000 RPM 
redline. And it loves to sing. The six 
ratios get progressively more 
close-spaced as you go up the scale to 
yield less than a 2000 rev drop shifting 
from fifth to top. It is a fun powerplant 
to work with, and uncannily quiet, even 
at full song. 

The ghostly quiet tends to underline 
the bike’s speed with the surprise of 
discovery. Like, it’s always a surprise to 
discover how fast you're going. The 
optomistic speedometer overstates 
reality by 5%-10%, while 
dead-reckoning generally underestimates 
by the same amount. (Engine and 
gearing combine to make 75-80 mph a 
subconscious cruising range.) Our silent 
Honda taught us something very 
important — that police, even when 
equipped with radar, play motorcycles 
by ear. Or so it would seem, as we came 
upon more than one gum-ball machine 
at a patently illegal velocity, sweated 
bullets and then realized the cop hadn't 
batted an eye at our silent passage. Talk 
about cheap rapid transit — we figure 
the CB 400’s muffler saved us about 
$150 total in three weeks. 

In traffic, you are a slender, powerful 
trout that cuts through schools of lesser 
fish, leaving scarcely a ripple in your 
wake. The CB 400 has all the quick 
reflexes of brake, steering, and throttle 
(provided you keep it boiling) to survive 
and even flourish in the urban jungle. 
Largely oblivious to rain grooves, and 
precise in its responses, the chassis is a 
rare blend of stability and agility. 

The ride is firm in the sense that the 
old Super Hawks were firm. Honda has 
not deliberately designed a chassis like 
this in almost 10 years. What’s crazier, 
most of the parts they needed to do it, 
fell right to hand off the shelf. 

The rear dampers are the same part 
number as for the late CB500, as are the 
two-stage rear springs. The forks share 
common design with the CB360, 
including a 360 spring, with rearranged 
damping characteristics. Couple the CB 
400’s weight distribution of 
192F/212R with all these pieces 
borrowed from other models, and 
somehow it all works out to short-lived 
perfection. 

We say “short lived” because the rear 
dampers begin to go away from day 
one, slowly and imperceptibly. Three 
weeks and some 1500 miles down the 
road you discover with a shock (sorry 
about the pun) that the sweet thing has 
acquired an unsettling nervous twitch. 
For the enthusiastic rider, the shocks 
will be the second thing to go. After the 
tires.

and stands well ahead of the ultimate 
limit are marginal at best for a bike that 
has cornering clearance in spades. For 
the record, the exhaust collector will 
drag on the right, while the footpeg or 
the centerstand extension will drag on 
the left. (Both footpegs have little 
ball-shaped steel drags under their tips 
and hinge back at an angle — a nice 
touch for safety.) 

Dragging things with the stock tires is 
not recommended for one’s health. 
Sooner or later, you'll hit that hidden 
wet or cobby spot and wonder of 
wonders, you'll fall off. Again for the 
record, it’s cheapest to fall off to the 
right. Exhaust system, turn signals, bars 
and fender brace work together to keep 
the really expensive parts off the 
ground. On the other side, the cases are 
pretty vulnerable. For the consumer’s 
sake, Honda engineering could make a 
detail change in the exhaust system and 
save a lot in repair costs. The “one” and 
“three” headers are separate parts that 
slip fit into the collector. The “two” 
and “four” headers are welded in unit 
with the collector, placing one of these 
pipes on the outside, right. If the order 
were swapped on this assembly, placing 
a bolt-up header on the outside, a 
clumsy owner would only have to 
replace a header, instead of a whole 
exhaust system, the way the parts book 
is set up, now. 

That’s the only mechanical detail we 
really objected to. The plusses are 
numerous: the neatly rubber-booted 
spherical joints in the shift linkage, the 
wire guard on the rear brake pedal that 
keeps feet off the exhaust collector 
(sneaker soles, for instance, would fuse 
to it on contact if not guarded), the 
excellent bar-seat-peg relationship that 
lends itself to easy cruising or 
full-crouch scratching with equal grace. 
It’s becoming almost repetitious to say 
that the electrics were faultless 
throughout. 

As to other maintenance, we wasted a 
set of plugs in about 1500 miles, no 
surprise considering the way we’d been 
redlining it. Oil level sank a bit, as either 
rings or valve guides were letting a 
trickle slip by, but not enough to 
require topping up in the same 1500 
miles. We hazard a guess that, unless 
Honda has rustproofed the interior, the 
muffler may eventually rot out from the 
inside, especially if the bike is used for a 
lot of short trips. This is because the 
super-effective muffler works by fully 
expanding the exhaust gasses within the 
system, accompanied by a substantial 
cooldown (laws of thermodynamics an’ 
all that). Results: lots of condensed 
water in the system, until the whole 
system heats up beyond boiling. Still, at 
7000 odometer miles, ours remained 
sound. 

Final criticism: the off-shelf mirrors 
(designed for normal street bars) 
consistently give one a slightly fuzzy 
view of one’s own arms. Bar-end mirrors 
are more of a “natural” for the little 
Euro-touring bars. 

Feelings 

It’s one of the sweetest mid-size bikes 
our slightly over-the-hill tester has 
thrown a leg over in 12 years. Not as 
fast, say, as an RD350 Yamaha, still fast 
enough to have the Griffith Park crowd 
wistfully talking about some club 
stretching the 350 Production class to 
include the Honda. One of them quit

talking about it and entered a 500 
Production race, finishing about 
mid-pack first time out. 

No, you don’t have to race the 400 to 
appreciate it. You don’t even have to 
ride fast, for it is that much of a “have 
your cake and eat it, too” motorcycle. 
And yet, within the limits of production 
suspension and tires, the machine is 
thought propulsion itself — light and air 
and freedom. Drop a knee, hang off or 
stay put, wish it over, wish it back up, 
ride and never want to stop. 

To a generation that remembers, it’s a 
time trip, back before “cafe racer” was 
a part of the working language, when 
Honda was laying waste to European 
road racing and a legion of borderline 
sports car freaks were discovering that 
anything a raspy, cobby, 
super-expensive Euro-car could do, a 
motorcycle could do for under a 
thousand bucks if you didn’t mind 
getting wet when it rained (a 
nonsensical question to an MG owner) 
or bloody when you fall off (something 
not all the car guys could swallow, what 
with the roll-cage mentality that was 
developing even then). 

If, instead, you can’t remember a 
time when there were no Federal smog 
controls, no D.O.T., BLM, or EPA, a 
time when people weren’t scrambling 
like rats to stay ahead of the 
government, the CB 400 is a cleverly 
disguised, slightly subversive history 
lesson, yet so blatantly legal the irony 
of it blows us away. 

We were genuinely sorry to give it 
back. ®

Bob 


had just come off his greatest 
week ever in speedway, winning 
the Handicap Mains at Irwindale, 
Costa Mesa and Bakersfield. Be- 


cause of that torrid pace he had been 
bumped back to the 20-yard line. 


Schwartz, with the crowd screaming 
him on, held the lead but only briefly. 
Jeff Sexton, from the 40, and then Mike 
Bast, from the 50, crept by with Bast 
finally emerging the victor. Bob, 
however, held on to third and that was 
enough to transfer to the Semi.

in the background hooked his rear wheel. 
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The first Handicap Semi pitted 
Schwartz against Woods, Sexton, Bruce 
Penhall, Cody and Shaw. Woods, 
dialing in on the outside cushion, made 
his move early and garnered the lead on 
lap three. Getting passed by Woods 
when he is going strong would depress 
anyone. Anyone, that is, but Schwartz, 
who just aimed at Woods and the chase 
was on. The white flag appeared and the 
pair crowded together in tum two. 
Woods dipped to the inside of the track_ 
to try and block off Schwartz, but his 
drive drifted wide and Bob moved 
alongside, getting a wheel underneath, 
and out drove Woods to the third turn. 

The fourth Scratch Heat pitted “Wild 
Bill” Cody against Sonny Nutter, Mike 
Konle and Scott Sivadge. This was a real 
battle. Cody drove into the first turn in 
the lead, but tangling right behind him 
were Nutter and Konle, for a restart. 
Again Cody popped up as the leader, 
and again it was Nutter and Konle 
driving at each other. It came to a head 
in turn one of the final lap as Nutter 
dove in hard on the inside of Konle and 
went sweeping to the outside to square 
off turn two. Mike riding the outside, 
suddenly had Nutter in front of him 
with nowhere to go. He backed off 
slightly but just kisssed Nutter’s rear tire 
and they both went sliding into the 
fence. 

In the Second ‘Division Main, the 
falling woes crept up with three of the 
six in the race spilling. Bobby Ross, who 
survived that incredible third heat, 
picked off the victory. 


For the Handicap Main, Steve Bast 
(jockeying for position) was alone on 
the 50. 

Schwartz was off fast and first, 
Woods made a mad dash trying to catch 
the little squirrel who had pounded his 
image in the Semi. Woods, who was 
spraying dirt all over Sexton and Ferrell 
(third and fourth), was right on 
Schwartz as they came out of the final 
turn. Rick tried one last effort, pulled 
alongside but was nipped out of the win 
by a mere 12 inches! 

And the tale doesn’t end there. Bob’s 
father, “Cadillac Jack,” is resting 
comfortably in the hospital where he’s 
been for several weeks. “I just wanted 
to win the opener and present the 
trophy to Dad,” says Bob. “Now, I’ve 
gotten four. I don’t believe it. My Dad 
doesn’t believe it. It’s just all too 
incredible. Did I pass Woods in that 
semi? Did I really?” 

Before the Scratch Final got 
underway, Mike Bast was disqualified. 
Mike reached up to adjust his visor and 
had a brief lapse, thinking he was 
instead pulling in the clutch. He 
dumped it into gear and snapped the 
bottom two tapes. It was the secona 
time in four nights that he’d been 
disqualified for the same infraction. 

Woods got the jump and never looked 
back. Steve Bast tried both the inside 
and outside lines to find much needed 
traction but he couldn’t find any more 
than Woods had and that was the story.

Main Event in a row coming Thursday 
night at Irwindale, all the pressure was 
on him Friday night at Costa Mesa.

Bakersfield fans were on their feet 
Saturday night for the Handicap Main 
when hometown hero Dan Toomey 
went to the lead, and for five laps held 
on to win. Dan was all smiles as the fans 
showed their appreciation for a fine 
ride. Mark Smith, also of Bakersfield, 
put the troops away in the Division 
Three Main making it a full night for the 
home team. 

It was one of those full moon nights 
and there were more than the usual 
amount of pile-ups. Five riders went to 
the hospital, though none were too 
serious. Bruce Penhall took 32 stitches 
in his knee after tangling with Big Bob 
Hetrick. Bob got hooked on the foot 
peg after hitting the ground and came 
out with a rather big strawberry on his 
backside. 

Mike Bast missed out on a transfer 
after a minor crash in a Handicap Heat 
when first year rider Dean Forman went 
down, taking Mike with him. Mike got 
back in the race, but it was too late.

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TO ‘ANGRY ROMERO’ 


By Philippe Debarle/ Moto revue 





Phillippe Debarle, a staff member of the 
Paris, France based magazine MOTO 
REVUE, spent 1974 in the United 
States covering the AMA Grand 
National Championship circuit. During 
that season he mastered English and 
earned the respect of most of the 
country’s top Grand National 
competitors, including the subject of 
the following interview - Gene Romero. 





CN: How long have you been racing, 
Gene? 

GR: Well, a long time ago, in fact ever 
since I was born, we have been racing in 
the family. My dad was involved in 
racing, in automobile racing in 
California, and then... 


CN: Did he race? 


GR: No, he didn’t, but he was - you 
know - a mechanic and car owner at 
that time and it seems like we were in 
some kind of racing at one time or 
another. I started racing in quarter 
midgets - little race cars - when I was 
about ten years old. Almost ten. And 
then I raced them for a few years, about 
four or five, and then I bought a 
motorcycle. . .No, no! Then I raced 
go-karts for another two years, and after 
that I bought a motorcycle just to ride 
to school. My dad said, “You should 
race that!” I didn’t want to race it, 
because - you know - you get both 
wheels sliding and you get in the air and 
- wooo! - that’s too scary for me! But I 
went racing, and the first race I rode, I 
won. 


CN: What kind of race was it? 

GR: What we call scrambles. In the one 
year I raced scrambles, I went from a 
Novice in the District, number 130 in 
fact, to Amateur, to Expert, and I was 
Number One in the District in that one 
year. And the following year, I said I’d

like to race professional, but I knew I 
couldn’t because I was under 18, and 
you had to be 18. I was only 15, so I 
got a phony birth certificate and went 
racing. The first race I ran, I won. And 
then everything just started getting 
bigger and bigger. I’ve had some bad 
times, like when I’ve been hurt, but it’s 
been a really good business for me as far 
as finances are concerned. And on the 
other hand, it’s been really good 
because I travel a lot and meet really 
neat people, like you. That makes the 
world real small and I enjoy it. Very few 
people can do what they want to do and 
have fun and get paid for it. I consider 
myself very lucky. A lot of people don’t 
know a good thing when they have it. I 
do! I really appreciate everything that’s 
happened to me. I worked hard for 
everything I have, but I still appreciate - 
you know - what people have done for 
me. I'll never forget them or what 
they’ve done. 


CN: Would you recommend racing as a 
living? 








GR: It’s a good life, but I wouldn’t 
recommend it to anyone. Not everyone 
can go out and win big races, and it’s 
quite dangerous. But if that’s what you 
want to do, there are only two ways of 
doing it. Go racing all the way, or don’t 
go at all! On unsafe equipment you're 
gonna hurt yourself. And even with 
safe equipment you'll have problems. 
But safe equipment will limit the 
amount of problems, so I think it’s a 
good deal - safe equipment. But as I 
said, I wouldn’t recomment it to 
anyone. It’s not that I’m complaining, 
but it’s just mot as easy as a lot of 
people think it is. 


CN: You won Ontario, when Kenny had 
the wrong tires mounted. You won 
Daytona when his clutch blew up. Many 
people say he is the best racer in the 
world. Don’t you feel frustrated about 
that when you win big races? 

GR: Well, let’s put it this way - I don’t 
feel frustrated at all when I go to the 
bank and put the money in! 


CN: OK, but you understand what I 
mean. 
GR: Yes, I understand what you mean. 


CN: Some people say you win because 
of this, and this, and this. . . 

GR: Well, not too much I can say about 
it - you know. But there are a lot of 
people who are really good racers and 
stuff like that, but you have to finish to 
win. You go around a track in 50 
seconds. Boy! That’s really neat! But 
the winner is the first one at the finish 
line! I was the first one at the finish at 
both Ontario and Daytona, so. . .Kenny 
is a very good racer, but - you know - he 
thinks he can walk on water better than 
I can. 


CN: When you won some races last year, 
I remember that you were very polite, 
very nice to your sponsors and 
mechanics. You were almost too sweet. 
But at Daytona, for the first time, you 
acted different. You weren’t very kind 
to guys like Ago, Kenny and 
McLaughlin. When you said, “Ago and I 
had the same bike, the only difference 
was a faster rider!” or “McLaughlin was 
riding too hard, and I was sure he would 
crash,” or “The slowpoke walks away 
with the checks,” as an answer to 
Kenny’s remark - well, you appeared to 
be a different Romero. Last year you 
were some kind of “Sweet Burritto” 
and you became some kind of “Angry 
Romero.” 

GR: Yeah! I'm angry and I want to get 
Number One back. They know were my 
head is at! Last year I was learning to 
ride Yamahas, and I feel that I proved 
myself. And the second thing is like I 
was supposed to go to Imola and race, 
but everybody else is going there and 
I’m not! And that got me pissed off. 
That’s probably why I had a bad taste in 
my mouth. And then everybody had a 
monoshock frame, if you remember, 
and I didn’t have a monoshock! Right? 


CN: Yes. 

GR: Well, OK, that kind of thing made 
me go faster on Sunday at Daytona. 
And I beat Agostini, and the only 
difference between his bike and mine was 
a faster rider! 


CN: Most of the time you get a slower 
bike than Kenny, I would say. What 
goes through your head as concerns 
that. 

GR: Well, I’m with the best team there 
is in the whole world, as far as I am 
concerned, and I feel priviledged to be 
on it. Maybe I don’t think his bike is 
much faster than mine. And I think a 
lot has to do with that. 


CN: What I mean is he gets a 
monoshock and stuff like that. 

GR: Well, the thing is I don’t know what 
position I am on the team. But as I said, 
I’m happy thai I’m riding for Yamaha 
and Ke! Carruthers and all those people 
there have been fantastic with me. They 
do a very good job. I don’t have any bad 
feelings there. I feel if they have only 
one monoshock, he should get it. I 
would like to have it - don’t get me 
wrong - but if there’s only one, he 
deserves it, because he’s Number One. 
But if I’m Number One, and there’s 
only one monoshock - I’d better get it!

CN: How do you feel about Yamaha 


_ not giving you a factory ride for the dirt 


this year? 

GR: They gave me parts and the 
quipment, and I feel really good about 
it because I can hire the right people to 
build and maintain it. They will be able 
to make ’em much faster than they were 
last year. Also a frame shop, C & J, will 
do my chassis. And I feel their frame is 
far superior to anybody’s at this time. 
So I’m actually quite happy that it 
worked out that way. There’s no bad 
taste in my mouth about me not being a 
factory rider on dirt. I’m riding Yamaha 
on everything, and Yamaha has really 
been good to me. They’re really a great 
company.

CN: The AMA Grand National 
Championship/Camel Pro Series 
provides a lot of money.

CN: Lansivuori? 

GR: Yeah. Lansivuori, Kanaya and 
Barry Sheene. And maybe I missed 
some other riders, but you know what 
I’m saying. It’s like in the United States 
we have twenty really fast riders. So I 
think that I could do OK over there 
against the handful of really fast guys. 


CN: Do you think you could make good 
money over there? 

GR: I think that I can draw people to 
the races to watch me race. And I think 
that if everything works right - well - I 
want to race for the Yamaha factory 
over there next year. And I’d appreciate 
you putting that down so that maybe 
they’ll get the message. I’d like to have 
some work with Rod Gould, and I'd like 
to race in France, Italy, and in Holland 
at Ossen or Assen - wherever that place 
is - you know. 


CN: Your father is with you most of the 
time when you race, Is that important 
to you? 

GR: Yeah. Most fathers seem to get in a 
lot of other riders’ way. My father has 
never raced a motorcycle, but he is the 
kind of guy that can stand up and watch 
me race, and then tell me what mistakes 
I’m making, and what to do. And I pick 
up speed! He knows a bunch! He’s a 
heavy booster - you know - an ego 
booster. Like he'll say, “Hey, you can 
blow all those guys off!” When I left 
Los Angeles to go to Daytona, I had it 
in my mind that I was going to win the 
race. And dad had it in his mind. We 
never said anything to anybody, and 
that’s why I wasn’t my normal self. Last 
year at Daytona everything was brand 
new, and I was learning. After Ontario I 
knew I had proven myself, and 1 
thought that I knew how to race that 
motorcycle as hard as I could. That was 
my attitude. And plus I was upset 
because I wasn’t going to Imola, and 
plus I was upset because everybody had 
a monoshock except Castro and myself. 


CN: In closing, I’ll throw one at you. 
What’s money mean to you? 

GR: As far as I’m concerned, if I have 
$200 in my pocket, a roof over my 
head, a shower, a clean bed to sleep in, 
and food in my stomach, I’m satisfied. I 
don’t need fancy cars, fancy houses or 
anything like a Cadillac. All I want in 
life is to be able to go out and win races 
and enjoy myself and have a good time. 
Like a lot of people, when they start 
making money, they change their image. 
I changed mine somewhat, but I’m still 
a t-shirt and Levi guy, where everybody 
else is getting kind of dressed up more. 
But me - I love my Levis! e

turned in the best overall score of 


1289 points at the Two Days in 
Alabama ISDT Qualifier, leading 


the three-man Yankee Motors 
squad to the first Manufacturers’ 
Team Award placing as well. 
Teammates Don Cutler and Max 


Markowitz offered strong backing with 
1303 and 1313.5 scores, respectively, 
putting the three of them far ahead of 
the second place Penton Imports team. 
Cutler’s performance put the team 
captain at the head of the 250cc class 
standings, while Markowitz ran a close 
second in the 200cc category, being 
edged by Penton rider Dennis 
Vandecar’s 1294 total. 

Day one, despite being dampened by 
light showers and being 60 miles longer 
than the second day, proved to be the 
easier of the two. The terrain consisted 
mostly of open woods roads with only a 
few areas of face-slapping woods riding. 
Wheelies were the order of the day 
among the faster riders with the record 
going to Carl Cranke’s 55 mph 200 yard 
unicycle act down the highway at the 
third gas stop. 

Not everyone shared in the fun ’n 
games, however, as the 204 mile course 
chopped the entry list from 170 starters 
to 96 still in the running by Saturday 
night. There were many tales of chain 
failure due to the relatively high speed 
trails. 

The Penton Imports team in 
particular was all smiles and sporting 
perfect zero scores after the first day. 
Tom Penton followed up his ride by 
setting the fastest time in the grass track 
special test, and Jack Penton and Carl 
Cranke weren't far behind. At that 
point they led Team Ossa 0-67. Day two 
would signal their downfall. 

Dane Leimbach had the top spot 
earmarked for the Austrian built 
“American” marque in the 100cc class, 
although he had a close call at losing it 
through a first day error in organization. 
Leimbach, starting on the fourth 
minute, soon passed all earlier riders to 
break trail for the entire run. At one 
point, just before the first gas stop, 
there was supposed to have been a 
course crew member to direct the riders 
up the highway into the gas stop/check; 
but speedy Dane beat the crew to the 
turn, shot across the road and picked up 
the arrows on the other side. Had he 
been on a larger bike, it’s doubtful that 
he’d have made it to the second gas 
stop, but, luckily, the little 100cc 
Penton proved itself a gas miser. He was 
later found faultless of skipping the 
check and not penalized. 





Tom Penton led the 125cc class by 
virtue of perfect zero scores on the 
course and fastest time on the grass 
track, although eventual second placer, 
Dwight Rudder, wasn’t behind far 
enough that Penton could relax. 

In the 200cc ranks Penton rider Dan 
Young held a slim 3.5 point lead over 
Dennis Vandecar thanks to Young’s 
faster run in the acceleration special 
test. The score cards were filled with 
riders still riding on Gold; the special 
tests making the al important 
difference. 

Jack Penton held a narrow advantage 
over several potential Gold Medalists 
after the first day in the 250cc class 
with a 427.5 total. Tom Shaw, Frank 
Piasecki, Don Cutler and Lars Larsson 
all ran within easy striking distance in 
the 440 range. 

Carl Cranke, Kevin LaVoie, Ron 
LaMastus and Jim Hollander all looked 
capable of capturing the 350cc title. 

In the Open class, both Barry Higgins 
and Dave Eames held off eventual 
winner Frank Gallo. Higgins’ time on 
the grass track set him 16 points over 
Gallo, while Eames’ only slightly better 
special test marks sandwiched him 
between the pair at the end of day one. 

Can-Am rider Billy Uhl dropped out 
on the first day with a seized motor, as 
did Hercules rep Doug Wilford. Both 
were working on Gold Medals when 
their mounts failed. 

Day two dawned clear and sunny, but 
a combination of tight trails and the fast 
“A” schedule cast a cloud over many of 
Saturday’s potential winners. Of the 96 
competitors who finished the first day, 
only 59 completed the second; and 
many of them did it only with greatly 
increased penalty mark totals. 

Although Dane Leimbach maintained 
his 100cc win for Penton, he racked up 
over 2500 points total for the two days 
due to a repair of a badly ripped tire on 
the tight second day schedule. Dane’s 
perfect 0/0 (route marks/points) score 
for day one leaped to 21/1260 on the 
second day. Only three 100cc class 
riders were able to complete both days: 
Leimbach, James Mize and Rick Grant. 

Tom Penton continued to keep a grip 
on the 125cc program, and for the 
second time put in the quickest ride of 
all classes in the grass track special test. 
Dwight Rudder and Gary Edmond 
followed Penton’s 1434 score with 1540 
and 1783, respectively. 

Dan Young lost his lead when his 
chain broke in the second day of 200cc

competition. With Young’s score 
rocketed up into the 4000 point 
bracket, Dennis Vandecar kept the 


Penton brand on top, just shutting out 
Ossa teamster Max Markowitz by 19 
points: 1294 to 1313.5. 

Jack Penton also suffered chain 
failure, and it also cost him a chance at 
the 250cc win. His problem was worth 
2286 points and immediately dumped 
him down to 14th from a probable first. 
Don Cutler’s Ossa ran faultlessly as did 
David Hulse’ Montesa and Frank 
Piasecki’s Husky. They took the top 
three places with all their scores falling 
within a range of 16 points. 





Kevin LaVoie took first place in the 
350cc standings with the best score of 
the event: 1289. Carl Cranke was 
delayed by a flat tire, and the 
unforgiving “A” schedule took a heavy 
toll point-wise, dropping him from a 
potential class win to fourth. Penton 
rider Ron LaMastus took second with 
1357.5 points ahead of Rokon’s Jim 
Hollander in third with a 1362.5 total. 

Barry Higgins’ Maico led the Open 
class at the Sunday morning start, but 
before the first gas stop the bike’s gas 
tank went dry and completely robbed 
Higgins of any chance at scoring 
competitively. Frank Gallo took over 
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Ossa Desert Phantom mounted Kevin LaVoie won overall and led the three-man 
Yankee Motors team charge to first Manufacturer’s Team Award at the Two Days in 
Alabama ISDT Qualifier, April 19-20. LaVoie’s teammates, Don Cutler and Max 
Markowitz, piloted their Ossas to first 250cc and second 200cc placings respectively.

ROSAMOND, CAL., APR. 27 

Interest in CMC’s new 4-stroke GP 
class picked right up when last 
minute entries found Cook Neil- 
son (Duc), Tony Murphy (Lav), 
Miles Rossteuscher (BMW), and 
Mike Hishiki on a KR 750 Honda 
all sitting. on the grid. Neilson, 
who proved he owns the fastest 
750 production bike in the known 
world by easily winning the 750 class at 
Daytona, led for two laps. It was then 
that Murphy demonstrated the sterling 
style that in the past put him on several 
factory road racing teams. Slicing 
through the twisty Willow Springs 
course in a manner later described by 
Neilson as “smooth as glass,” Murphy 
just went around the more-powerful 
Ducati. At the end of the race, it was 
Murphy’s 750 SFC Laverda in front by 
20 lengths. According to Team Hansen 
personnel, the only work done to make 
the winning motorcycle faster was 
polishing the cylinder head, a radical 
departure from the enormous effort and 
time expended upon the second-place 
Ducati by its owner and operator. 


Hishiki was third, Rossteuscher fourth. 

Another new CMC racing class, Super 
Cafe, found Lance Weil’s Laverda 1000 
winning. The class is for non-beginners 
on Cafe machines. Weil burst into the 
lead entering the first corner, with Marc 
Johnson (Duc), and Tony Murphy, this 
time on a Suzuki Rotary, right behind. 
Jeff Steele (Hon 750) battled up from a 
poor start into fifth, then third, then 
second as Johnson faded. Weil and 
Steele left Murphy behind in third as 
they sped up the pace. At the halfway 
mark, Steele closed on Weil, then passed 
a few laps later. Weil, who later 
remarked, “Whenever anyone gets by 
me, I always pull out an extra seconda 
lap,” did just that and regained the lead. 
As hard as Steele tried, as well as he did 
in gaining ground in turns one and nine, 
he never passed Weil again. 

It was the first time Weil had set 
wheel on Willow’s hillside track in 12 
years; Steele’s second race on the 
course. “I wouldn’t be surprised if, 
even not feeling in the groove, I took 
some of the right lines from experience 
alone,” said Weil after winning. “I rode 
in Europe for seven years.” 

Harry Klinzmann won 250 GP after 
Bob Endicott, trying to work up from 
a terrible start, crashed. Dick Fuller and 
Kent Rockwell took second and third, 
while back in the pack friends Gary 
Moore and Chuck Strohmenger matched 
Yamahas and wits, trading their own lead 
lap after lap until Chuck retired. They 
weren’t in the hunt, but having someone 
to race with is what racing is all about. 

Art Friedman and his new Can-Am 
were beaten by John Chermak’s very 
fast Yamaha in 200 GP, so Art finally 
geared his bike up. Then he went out 
and ran away from Chermak in the 200 
Production race. In beating probably 
the fastestYamaha campaigning the class, 
Art’s Can-Am enduro scored its third 
straight 200 Production win — every 
production class race it has been in. 
Killer DKW devastated the 125s for the 
16th consecutive time. Rider John 
Ulrich said, “I wish I had a Can-Am”” 

Cook Neilson trounced 750 
Production after Murphy stayed on his 
rotary, wiggles and all, to beat the 500s. 
Lee Fleming annihilated the Open class 
with a second overall behind Neilson, in 
front of Murphy. (All three classes were 
run together.) Lee deserved it. He’s a

BOISE, ID., APR. 27 
The much-anticipated TT race at 
Boise’s Peaceful Cove and the 
accompanying weekend of moto- 
cross, short track, beer drinking 
and general rowdiness came off 
beneath untypical Idaho skies. 
The three day bash saw no sun 
until about five o’clock Sunday 
afternoon. There was great apprehension 
regarding the effect the weather would 
have on the track for Sunday’s big TT 
but, as it turned out, the track held up 
well. 

Last year’s TT winner, Mark Williams, 
piloted his sleek Norton to a second 





consecutive win on the Boise half-mile 
track. Williams took the lead from the 
start of the Expert Main although John 
Hateley (Tri) pulled tight up on Mark’s 
wheel in the last couple of laps. Williams 
held off the determined charge of 
“Little John” to take the checkered flag 
and become the man of the hour. 

The events leading up to that Expert 
Main were at least as traumatic if not as 
exciting. It all started on Friday night 
with an exceptionally large crowd for 
the first one-eighth mile short track of 
the season. The weather wasn’t anything 
to write home about Friday (color it 
cold) but it wasn’t raining. 

Manuel Crummett (Bul) of Reno, 
Nevada, carved and thrust ‘his way 
around the oval to take the big win in 
the 360 Expert Main over hard-riding 
Brad Hurst and Bob Ohge. The B Main 
for the Open bikes was dominated by 
Dan Mahlen with Lew Alte copping 
second. 

In the 250 short track ranks, it was 
local rider Nate Gross (Hon) getting the 
win over Ed Laurson and former 
Boisean Dave Howard. Dennis Redmond 
took the 250 B and Dan Tsugawa (Bul) 
grabbed the 250 Beginner event. 

There weren't too many smiles come 
Saturday morning because the clouds 
came over — stopped — and poured out 
their contents on the motocross course. 
Two creek crossings were already built 
into the track and, with the additional 
precipitation, certain sections of the 
course became nearly impassible. 

Of course, the weather had no effect 
on the fact that motocrossers are 
basically insane and will ride in, on, or 
over most anything. 

The motocross was made a little more 
palatable by the appearance of the 
venerable dean of all motorcycling: 
Dick Mann. Dick brought a BSA to 
contend with the slop and, while he fell a 
few times and ended up with a 
ratty-sounding engine, persevered in 











_ typical style to wind up second in the 


Open Expert class. 

The track, designed by Larry 
Buffington, was a neat course were it 
not for the excess rainfall which tured 
all the clay sections into slick, slick, 
slick and wet, wet, wet. As it turned 
out, the hot set-up seemed to be 
finishing — just finishing. 

Bob Plumb (Mai) of Salt Lake wailed 
on the 250 Experts in the first moto 
and was reduced to plugging along in 
the back of the pack because of a motor 
which didn’t want to wind up. Rick 
Holmes (one of Idaho’s fastest MXers) 
was sticking right by Plumb’s tail when 
a similar fate struck his YZM. Ken 
Medley (Hon) won the class because he 
didn’t water out and finished two motos 
with some consistency. It was quite a 
chore. 

The motocross - and its terrible 
weather made everyone very dubious ` 
about the TT on Sunday, but Mert 
Lawwill was there in the clubhouse and 
said in a taped interview that he would 
be riding if the track didn’t get any 
more rain and didn’t start to break up. 

Mert was the first man on the track 
for time trials and ran a 22.558 for fast 
time of the day. Mark Williams had 
second fastest time with John Hateley 
close behind. In the Trophy Dash, it was 
Williams all the way with Hateley, 
Randy Skiver and Mert following him 
in. Fast Junior time was set by Dan 
McWhorter (Yam) with a 23.616. 
(Which would have put him in the top 
10 Experts.) 

Brad Hurst took the Junior Main with 
James Wright and Steve Eklund right 
behind him. Portland, Oregon’s Dave 
Howard (Tri) got mixed up in a crash in 
his heat race and failed to make his 
transfer. There was also a fairly serious 
crash in the Junior Semi with one rider 
requiring a ride to the hospital after a 
spectacular double-over-the-big-corner 
with another racer. 

In the Expert action, Mert, Hateley 
and’ Williams all won their heats and

transferred easily. The highly publicized 
(and worth it...) Diane Cox (Tri), 
riding her first season as an Expert, 
couldn’t recover from a poor start and 
didn’t make the cut from her heat. 

The Expert Semis were won by 
Chuck Joyner (Tri) and ‘Terry Sage 
(Tri), and the stage was set for the big 
one. Mark Williams’ win in the 2lst 
Annual TT was his third, and this is the 
second year in a row that he has taken 
top honors at Boise. Hard riding Rick 
Hocking (Yam) took. third behind 
Hateley, and Paul Bostrom (Tri), who 
shadowed Williams on the initial laps, 
was fourth. 

The Novice Trophy Dash featured the 
four fastest heat race winners including 
the Owyhee Club’s own Larry Merideth 
(Hon). Larry tried to get a good jump 
on the start of the dash, wound up with 
a wheelie. 

Larry made up for it in the main, 
though, when leader Ted Davidson’s 
bike went away a lap or so from the 
finish and Merideth, who had been 
hanging in second, motored on by for a 
win. This was the first time a local rider 
has won a main in any class at the 
annual TT and the crowd flat went 
bonkers. Trophy Dash winner Kyle 
Davis was second to Merideth in the 
Novice Main. °

It’s 
a toss-up now for the B class with the 
leaders Marvin Sykes (Hon) 125cc class 
and Brad Hoyt (Suz) 100cc class. Series 
award will be a new three bike trailer 
for the overall B winner. 

Racing was super fast and super good 
on the night motocross track. An eight 
race program, three motos each, kept 
racers and track personnel busy from 
seven to 11. 

Pro classes ran together to produce a 
good contest each time out. 250 Honda 
rider Rick Weidman led them all in 
motos one and two then gave way to an 
Open rider for the third moto. Don 
Carpenter (Hon) grabbed the bucks for 
the 125 class with his three-two-one 
ride. Gary Potts took the first moto but 
didn’t score on moto two or three. Potts 
fell on the start then after a restart 
threw a chain. 

The 125 B and 200 classes rode 
together. Marvin Sykes took the lead for 
the third time on the third moto — then 
slid out on the hairpin turn. Sykes 
worked up from seventh to third by the 
moto’s end for a one-one-three for a 
win. 

The Super Mini and As rode together 
with the runaway winner John 
Christian, Jr. on a sharp modified 100 
Yamaha.

The 125 Intermediate race was 
probably the best of the day. With the 
next race being the last point race for 
the top 10 high point trophies, and with 
the top three riders in the class, one 
didn’t dare bet who would win. Rick 
Ellison (Bul), John Kellett (Hon) and 
Ken Fursman (Hon), all went to the 
starting line determined to win. As it 
turned out, they finished overall as they 
started the day — Ellison first, Kellett 








second and Fursman third. Next race 
should be a good one. 

Dennis Brand (Pen) didn’t have much 
of a race in the 250 Expert class. Brand, 
a fairly new Expert, got out in the lead 
both motos and left them all in the 
weeds.

In the 
second moto, Barnett had a good lead, 
until a spectator ran into him, giving 
Steve Brand (Hon) the first and Barnett 
and Karl second and third.

The Grizzly Bear - 
one day of an ISDT

FOUTTS SPRINGS, CAL., APR. 20 

This Sunday the Richmond 
Ramblers held a novel and success- 
ful event which may be the 
prototype of future enduro com- 
petition in District 36. The 
Grizzly Bear was an enduro with a 
difference — the application of the 
International Six Days Trials for- 


mat. This format included a sound test, 
a cold start, timed special tests on the 
route, route checkpoints as well as 
timed checkpoints, an acceleration and 
braking test, and — after the riders had 
been tired out by 107 miles of rugged, 
coastal range mountains — a trials 
section where every dab was penalized. 
Added to this were strictures against 
outside aid or communication and, to 
top it off, all tools used had to be 
carried on the bike. 

All this added a new element to 
enduro riding as one “C” rider found 
out when he kicked over his engine at 
the starting line. He kicked and kicked 
until the one minute passed and he 
began to push past the penalty line. His 
spark plug cap was disconnected from 
the spark plug and the spectators nearby 
could see this but everyone stood there 
mutely, knowing that the rider would 
be penalized even more if they 
attempted to help him. This rider 
dropped 20 points at the starting line 
before he realized his error. 

This may seem a little severe but as 
Jeff Hammond, the guiding spirit 
behind the event said: “The purpose of 
this event was to give local riders some 
experience in ISDT procedures and 
hopefully to further the United States’ 
effort and interest in the Six Days.” The 
240 riders who came to the run began 
to pick up that experience right at the 
start. The course itself was laid out 
along established trails and bulldozed 
firebreaks to a substantial extent, even 
though the Forest Service did give the 
Ramblers about 20 miles of newly 
opened paths to work with. 

The crunch came on the special test 
sections on each loop. These were timed 
runs over very difficult terrain. A rider 
would have to go as fast as he could up 
ridgesides by way of very narrow, 
twisting traces — most of it first and 
second gear work — and through tight, 
rock littered woods trail to keep his 
minute and to gain extra minutes if 
possible. These test sections were used 
as tie-breakers and the advantage went 
to the riders who could banzai over the 
rough stuff the fastest. 

The riders encountered a good deal of 
dust in most places and the water 
crossings were fairly deep after all the 
rain of the past weeks but the most 
difficult task was climbing the three 
miles of Lett’s Ridge. There must have 
been at least one hundred sharp turns

and off camber traverses to negotiate on 
the way to the top. The loose, rocky 
soil made it easy to lose momentum and 
bog down. At this place too, the sun 
came out and it began to warm up, so 
one’s Belstaff began to warm up too. 

Each of the three loops began and 
ended at the central gas 
point/campground at Foutt’s Springs. 
This made refueling very simple and 
solved the problem of the gas can hassle 
which occurs at nearly every enduro 
when the riders must wait for the trucks 
to return. 

At the end of the last lap the riders 
lined up to go through the trials section. 
This was laid out on the side of a hill 
and coiled up and down and through 
rocks, brush and trees. Most riders 
seemed to pick up from three to five 
dabs. This was where one of the few 
hangups appeared — riders went through 
the section one at a time and most of 
them were very tried and very thirsty, 
so the wait seemed endless. But once 
the rider got through he was just about 
finished. The acceleration and braking 
test was the last section. Here the riders 
blasted down a short, smooth field and 
then stopped as fast as they could. If 
one overshot the line he was penalized. 
After this the rider could head back to 
the van, drink a cold beer and wonder 
what it must be like to do this for six 
days. 

George Hendrix, one of District 36’s 
top riders said, “Fantastic. Everything 
was great. I really liked the way it was 
set up and hope they hold more of 
them.” John Troutt, another 
experienced rider thought the speeds 
were a little slow but that it had been 
fun. Even some of the locals seemed to 
be enjoying themselves. A young deer 
wandered into the acceleration and 
braking test area and watched the 
proceedings for a time and then — after 
no doubt concluding that what it was 
witnessing was some strange and bizarre 
ritual of the human species — ambled 
calmly down the rows of parked 
vehicles, people and motorcycles and 
then disappeared into the woods. Maybe 
that was a good omen for this new type 
of enduro. e

Jeff 
Campbell lost a chain on the start, had a 
good lead after a restart and his chain 
went all to pieces. He watched the race 
from a safe corner, leaving it up for 
grabs. Frank Word and Bob Thorpe 
were grabby but Thorpe won out when 
Word went down. 

The flag flew for the 250 B Main, 
engines wound out and bam! That first 
turn got Chris Rookstool of Klamath 
Falls. Chris took an end-over then a 
mean bash to the back of the helmet by 
another careening bike. He lay still for a 
moment, sat up, shook his head and 
went right back to the line. On the 
second go-round, five bikes grouped up 
and stayed that way for the better part 
of the race until wrecks galore spread 
out Tim Agaard, Kirk Howard, Mark 
Detweiler, Brett Howard and Alex 
Eubanks. The first place was captured 
by Bob Thorpe who gave the officials 
the “thumbs-up.” 

The A Main started off well and went 
in the third turn when Jeff 
Cook’s front wheel touched Wendell 
Diltz’s back wheel. Diltz careened but 
recovered, Cook went down with his 
bike on top of him. It took awhile but 
Jeff got his wind back although he 
didn’t return to the race. The restart 
saw Diltz shoot into first, pushed and 
finally passed by Dennis McFarland 
from Eureka, California. ®

Anatomy of an enduro 


By Rita Boyd 





It’s six a.m. — not even light yet — 
and the first rider is at the sign-up 
window of my trailer waiting for 
it to open. The day of our club 


Enduro has finally arrived after 
months of preparation. That prep- 
aration began five months ago, 
with discussions at our monthly 
club meeting of possible sites for the 
run. That’s not an easy task any more as 
our desert has shrunk considerably in 
recent years. An area is finally picked 
and then there are weekend group 
safaris with kids and wives to find 
interesting and challenging terrain. 

At the next club meeting an Event 
Chairman is chosen, or sentenced, 
depending on how you look at it, and 
he in turn selectş his Loop Captains. 
From then on the loops work 
independently with their volunteers on 
many excursions to the area. 

With the entire event roughly 
scouted, the Event Chairman checks the 
course against the BLM maps, making 
sure it conforms to the areas okayed by 
the Bureau for this type of event. This 
year we sent out 50 letters asking for 
permission to cross private land. 
Whenever we get a no, the course must 
be changed. 

After these preliminaries, the Event 
Chairman meets with the BLM for a 
review of the course and to obtain their 
approval. Then the serious work and the 
outlay of club funds begins. Ribbon 
must be ordered, plus stakes, arrows, 
staple guns, and finisher pins. 





By this time there are trips to the 
desert every weekend. The loops must 
be spot ribboned and measured over and 
over again, checking and double 
checking to make sure the correct 
mileage is known. Locations for checks 
must be found, with mileage again the 
important factor. Arguments follow on 
speed averages — there’s always some 
sadist who wants to make the whole run 
30 mph — over rocks, cliffs — 
everything. After the speed averages are 
thrashed out and decided, the loops are 
ridden at the prescribed speeds to 
double-check the placement of checks, 
mileage at the finish of each loop, and 
other details. 

Once the technical work is 
completed, announcements are written 
up and distributed to publicize the 
event. The club used to distribute 
bulletins to all the cycle shops and to 
previous entrants, but in the last couple 
of years we have relied almost 
exclusively on Cycle News — we found 
that’s where our riders were coming 
from. 

As the work details get harder then, 
wives and children are usually left at 
home. The course must be fully 
ribboned and wrong way, danger signs 
placed, and turn arrows positioned. 
Marking the course like this is a slow, 
boring job that no one likes. Meanwhile 
the Event Chairman must arrange to 





have an ambulance or Rescue Three or 
both on hand, plus comfort facilities — 
all costing the club money — usually 
before any entries are received. 

The drawing for starting numbers is 
held about two weeks before the enduro 
and we then have some idea of how 
many entries we can expect. The club 
puts on a challenging event for the 
experienced enduro rider, although in 
the past couple of years we have added 
C loops in order to draw the novice 
riders who have become so numerous in 
the past few years. We have drawn 
some, but we seldom have 2,000 riders 
—more’s the pity. 

After the drawing, rider instructions 
must be written and route sheets 
formulated and mailed out. Most mail 
entrants do send self-addressed stamped 
envelopes, but some still apparently 
haven’t figured out what SASE stands 
for. Others fill out entries on little 
scraps of paper and have to be run down 
at sign-up to fill out official District 37 
AMA entry blanks. 

There is still a lot of work to do 
Saturday, the day before the event. 
Final marking and sometimes remarking 
must be completed and check crews 
taken out to their checks. In some cases, 
a crew has to work two checks on 
different loops, depending on the 
number of checks — this year we had 
24. Because these check points are so 
critical, the crews, made up of wives and 
at least one male club member, must be 
experienced and have a lot of stamina. 
It means standing out in the open, 
dodging motorcycles for around three 
hours — an hour after the last rider is 
due — and that’s if you’re only working 
one check. 

Sign-up opens on Saturday and is 
handled by the wives. What with last 
minute rider substitutions, post entries, 
and selling District 37 cards required to 
ride our sanctioned points run, it’s a big 
job. 

Saturday nights are quiet — unlike 
the celebration that usually takes place 
Friday night ~— and are taken up with 
Loop Captains and check crews 
last-minute meetings. 

Six a.m. on Sunday sign-up opens and 
the checkers and pilot crew start out. 
The pilot crew rides the loop as fast as 
they can, checking that course markings 
are in place. One year the pilot crew had 
to replace ribbon blown away during 
the night. They also must ribbon the 
last three miles or so into the noon and 
finish checks. 

The first riders usually start around 
eight and then the hundreds of 
questions begin — where’s the finish of 
the first loop?...where does the 
second loop start?...have you found 
my husband, he broke down three miles 
on the other side of Check Three. 

The sweep crew are the last guys on 
the course. They help riders who are 
hurt or have broken motorcycles and 
bring back information to friends or 
families in the pits. Enduro clubs make 
every effort possible to see that all of 
the riders and equipment get back to 
the pits. The one thing the enduro club 
asks is that riders let us know when 
they're in. Many times we’ve had crews 
sent out to pick up riders only to find 
out, by accident, that the guy came in, 
packed up and went home. I wonder 
how he’d feel if the club did the same. 

After all the bodies and bikes are in 
or accounted for, it’s time to let down 
with a beer. All that’s left to do is listen 
to a few guys gripe about the course, 
checks, speed averages, their bikes, their 
wives, and the “rotten desert.” A few 
club members will stay on Monday to 
pull ribbon and police the area and then 
we pack it in for another year. No, not a 
year — just six months .. . until we start 
all over again. 

Anyhow — we'll see you next year — 
I'll be the one behind the sign-up

The Outdoor Nation 


The environmentalists are organ- 
ized and dedicated to a single 
goal: the formation of a coast to 
coast, border to border sanctuary 


for the protection of all species of 
plant and animal life (with the 
notable exception of the species, 
homo sapiens). They have divided 
themselves into splinter groups with 
various names for tactical reasons: to 
give the appearance of separate groups 
pushing for the same thing. 

Outdoor recreation enthusiasts are 
not organized. The loosely knit groups 
that have formed are more in the nature 
of fraternities; companionable 
individuals participating in their own 
particular form of recreation. A 
situation very different from the army 
of environmentalists united against a 
single enemy. 

But the need for a united front 
among all land users (rockhounds, 
miners, bikers) is apparent. 

Over a year ago Hildamae Voigt of 
CORL (California Outdoor Recreation 
League) and Ray Moon of CA4WDC 
(California Association of 4-Wheel Drive 
Clubs) began the monumental task of 
organizing users against the invading 
forces. 

Following meetings in Washington, 
D.C. and other cities, the Ford 
Foundation several years ago attempted 
to set up a common meeting ground for 
environmen talists and outdoor 
recreationists in Illinois. The effort, 
named The Outdoor Nation, failed, but 
the shell of the Outdoor National 
Corporation was established and ready 
to be used. Hildamae Voigt saw in it an 
opportunity to realize a longtime dream 
of hers. The formation of an 
organization to further the needs of all 
outdoor users. 

Let these excerpts from the bylaws of 
the corporation state the purpose and 


` objectives of The Outdoor Nation. 


To coordinate the educational, 
legislative and legal affairs of its 
members in order to promote... the 
use of all public lands for all reasonable 
users. 


In short, an attempt to be an 
organized voice of more than three 
million persons who use public lands. 

To provide representation for all 
aspects of active outdoor recreation 
before the national legislature. 

The Sierra Club maintains a battery 
of 26 environmental lobbyists in 
Washington, D.C., but no voice is heard 
in defense of the far more numerous 
land users. 

To cooperate to the fullest extent 
with persons or associations who 
represent active outdoor recreation 
before state and local bodies. 

Russ Sanford of M.O.R.E. works 
primarily on the state and local level. In 
view of the limitations of staff and 
financing, the job he does is nothing 
short of astounding. The Outdoor 
Nation will work on the national level, 
and cooperate with other organizations 
on state and local levels. 

To promote the understanding of the 
general public and governmental bodies 
of the values and needs for all types of 
active outdoor recreation. 

Off-road enthusiasts have a terrible 
public image — and motorcyclists are 
the worst of the lot. Individually and in 
small groups we just don’t have the 
means to promote a more accurate 
public image. 

To offer participation in all bodies 
acting in advisory capacity to 
government, industry and educational 
institutions. 

Elected officials use as their primary 
source of land use information the 
environmental lobbys which are 
organized exclusively for this purpose. 
The need for accurate information is 
bordering on the desperate. Weekly 
Reader, a publication distributed to 
most elementary schools across the 
nation, recently ran an article describing 
in detail “devastation” left in the wake 
of the San Gabriel M.C.’s 


Barstow-to-Vegas race. The editors of 
Weekly Reader are not propagandists — 





they just don’t have any other source of 
information. 

To promote better understanding 
between all associations engaged in 
outdoor recreation. 

Do you, right now, have any 
understanding of the most urgent 
problems facing rockhounds? Were you 
even aware that they are having 
problems with land closures? They do. 
And many of them tend to blame bikers 
for their problems — we are the ones 
making the noise and damaging the 
terrain. There is a need for better 
understanding between all user groups. 

To assist and instruct in the wise use 
of our environment...and_ to 
demonstrate that people of goodwill can 
unite in their concern for the outdoors, 
can participate in all recreative 
endeavors in harmony with their 
environment. 

At any meeting to discuss land use we 
hear: “It’s not the organized groups, it’s 
the ‘bandit’ rider who causes the 
problem.” A few bad apples among ORV 
users ride too close to residences 
without a silencer, litter the land, in 
short, a few who would be slobs 
wherever they go. The Outdoor Nation 
hopes to educate the careless user. 

A voting membership shall be limited 


to organizations that primarily 
encourage outdoor recreation and 
whose members as individuals 


participate in outdoor recreation. 
Each organization of users which 
joins The Outdoor Nation will be

We of Cycle News would 
like to introduce a new 
member of our staff: 
adventurer, bon vivant, 
daredevil, raconteur, Rapid 
Rat. In future issues, we 
feel privileged to present 
selections from the scrap- 
book of this soldier of 
fortune. The following is 

a short bio-history of his 
adventurous life. 


Born in 1942 in the small European country of Rodentia, Rapid Rat's earliest 
memories are of the terror of Fascism. He was barely weened when his parents were 
taken to Mousvitch and he was placed in a youth camp. His duties were to exercise the 
camp cat. Rapid never heard from his parents again; not even a post card. 

After the war, he emigrated to the United States via a box of famous Rodentia Crackers. 
No sooner was the lid opened and Rapid Rat given his first look at the new country, than 
he was almost eaten by a near-sighted Girl Scout. 

Settling down in the ghetto of San Pedro, Rap soon became a prominent Civil Rights 
leader. He was the first to advocate ‘Cheese Stamps,” and equality for Bats and 
Muskrats. In 1960 he led the famous Poor Rodents’ Protest March to the White House. 
Unfortunately, the majority of his marching followers were lemmings. The protest ended 


tragically in the White House Pool. 


Rapid Rat's career as a Civil Rights leader ended abruptly when, in 1965, he was 
called before the Grand Jury on false charges of Kitten-napping. The charges were 
dropped but his credibility had been destroyed. Alone and friendless, he turned to the 


New Action Army. 


Private Rat spent two years in Ankhe, South Vietnam living in a sandbag bunker near 
the mess-tent of D Company, 1st Battalion, 8th Cavalry. He fondly remembers the 
base-camp meals of dehydrated-diced potatoes with hot water added and Gainsburgers. 


Ah, sweet putridity. 


Upon returning to the U.S., the V.A. job center placed Rap in many positions, none 
of which quenched his thirst for adventure.. At one time he worked in the White House 
as a temporary replacement for a broken-down paper shredder. However, the hours were 
too long and he couldn't keep up with the work. This was definitely not the way to 


make a living. 


He tried a string of investments: the electric straight razor, edible tennis socks, 
“Ingomar Johanson Forever” bumper stickers, the Schwinn Blimp. None of them paid 
off. It was when he was cornering the market on fender skirts for Yamahas that he 


became interested in motorcycles. 


Rap won his first cycle event at the 1972 Carlsbad Guano Trials. He followed that 
with a string of successes including: three times winner of the San Pedro Vermin 500, 
twice winner of the Muskrat Ramble MX, and just recently, his much publicized jump 
over the Frog River Canyon in his Rocket Lambretta. 

Today Rapid Rat lives, eats, and breathes motorcycles (not to mention Peanut Butter 
and Cheese). Watch for more adventures of Rapid Rat in future issues of Cycles News. 





allowed two representatives with one vote 
between them on the Board of 
Directors. While there are bound to be 
differences of opinion in how to go 
about any particular activity, the 
general goals of each member 
organization are virtually identical. Only 
these representatives will be voting 
members of the Board of Directors. 

A non-voting class of membership 
shall be any commercial or industrial 
organization accepted for membership. 

Who besides the users of public lands 
have an interest in outdoor recreation? 
Manufacturers of ORVs and accessories, 
manufacturers of lanterns, campstoves, 
ice chests, etc. Support from the 
recreation industry will be solicited on a 
non-voting basis. 

Initial dues shall be 50 cents per 
member of any organization joining The 
Outdoor Nation, with a minimum of 
$250. 

This is not an organization of 
individual members, but an organization 
of independent organizations. The 
Outdoor Nation does not have the 
desire to interfere with the individuality 
of various associations; only to draw a 
mere 50 cents per member per year in 
an effort to put some common sense 
back into the land use regulations. 

Great. But it will take money and 
members to make it work. So let’s 
support it.

done on getting this thing started. 


These events are always fun. We made 
several trips to Bakersfield moons ago 
when our contingent would go up to, 
hopefully, “‘sic’em’’ and a week or so 
later they’d drive down to one of our 
tracks to “‘sic’us.” The rivalry between 
District 36 and 37 was especially strong 
and even went on at Ascot. 


We'll keep you posted as the plans for 
this firm up. The closest big event now, 
of course, is the Second Annual Dirt 
Diggers Dinosaur race, May 4th. Riders 





still talk about last year’s fun and this 
year it will be even better. If you have 
‘hopes of becoming a movie star, as 
Gerry Burton announced at the 
Gripsters race, the event will be filmed. 
The Hollywood people were at the 
Gripsters race in full force and the Prez 
of the Dirt Diggers, Sam Crooks, 
confirmed it.

No excuses, no tears... defeat for 
the Rest of the World team against 
America was hard to swallow but 
we’ve got to admit that the better 
side won the series two-one. We 
were disappointed that the decid- 
ing match at Irwindale had to be 
stopped because of rain with four 


heats to go, but we accepted that the 
result should stand. 

After our victory in Houston, when 
we fielded one of the strongest six man 
teams ever put together, most people in 
England expected us to win the series 
easily. But it’s a very different story at 
the small tracks and without the injured 
Anders Michanek we struggled at Costa 
Mesa. 

Both Ole Olsen and John Louis, 
riding at the circuit for the first time, 
couldn’t get to grips with the track and 
John still insists that it isn’t even 180 
yards round the tight little bowl. Then 
we lost young John Davis with an arm 
injury and that just about put paid to 
our chances. 

I’m sure we would do better if we 
raced against America again. Experience 
means a lot and both John and Ole will 
prove harder to beat next time. On the 
other hand we won't underestimate the 
opposition and I must say that the 
strength of speedway in the USA is at a 
new peak just now. 

A few years ago there weren’t so 
many good riders as there are now. The 
two Bast brothers, Mike and Steve, Bill 
Cody, Rick Woods, Sonny Nutter and 
Jeff Sexton represent a very useful side 
and one that could take on any country 
in California. 

I would like to see the American boys 
moving further afield, to countries like 
Australia, New Zealand and England. I 








understand that plans are going ahead 
for a USA side to tour New Zealand 
early next year and this would be a 
tremendous step forward not just for 
the sport in America but right across the 
world. 

The more countries that can compete 
at international level the better. Last 
year England ruled the waves, 
hammering Sweden, Poland and the 
USSR before winning the World Team 
Cup in Poland. With riders like Peter 
Collins, John Louis, Dave Jessup, Terry 
Betts, Ray Wilson and Malcolm 
Simmons to choose from it’s no wonder 
that they are on top of the world. 

And there are plenty of young 
English boys coming along to maintain 
that position. The Poles are not as good 
as they were but Zenon Plech and 
Edward Jancarz, who rode in the States 
last year, are still world class riders. 

The Soviet Union has also slipped but 
they seem to have some promising riders 
in the pipeline and they may turn out to 
be a major power in the near future. 
Australia is in a healthy position with 
John Boulger, Billy Sanders, Bob 
Valentine, Garry Middleton and the 
brilliant young Phil Crump. Phil Herne 
is also another exciting prospect. 

Sweden also has a strong side, led by 
world champion Anders Michanek, and 
they are probably number two in the 
world at the moment. And what about 
New Zealand? We are a bit weak just 
now, but both Ivan and I are hoping 
that one or two of the young Kiwis 
racing in England will make it to the 
top. 

It is time we produced another 
champion after Ronnie Moore, Ivan and 
myself. My own team in England, the 
famous Wimbledon Dons, have signed a 
boy from Christchurch — my home 
town — this season and I shall be taking 
a special interest in him. 

And, as I say, America has a team to 
be reckoned with. But it’s a different 
scene racing in England and your boys 
would find it very hard over here at 
first. Wimbledon was keen to sign Mike 
Bast and Oxford wanted Jeff Sexton 
and both would benefit after a spell in 
England. It wouldn’t make them better 
racers round Costa Mesa but it would 
help if they really want to get on in 
events like the world championship. 

If you race in Europe you get used to 
tackling tracks that can vary in size by 
two or three hundred yards. And if, like 
the top boys, you make weekend trips 
to ride in West Germany, Denmark, 
Austria or Italy then it’s nothing to 
switch to a 1,000 yard circuit a day or 
so after appearing at Wimbledon, which 
is about 340 yards. 

It’s no easy life over here, either. The 
standard in the British League is very 
high and even the juniors at most tracks 
can give you a run for your money if 
they get out ahead from the gate. Even 
those just starting out seem to be riding 
brand new Jawas, which is much 
different from when I first rode in 
England in 1952. 

I was glad to get hold of anything 
that went, but the kids of today have 
shining bikes, the very latest in leathers 
and all the right gear. I’m not 
complaining, it’s good for the sport, but 
it makes you wonder whether some of 
them don’t have it a bit too easy. 

If Mike or Jeff did decide to race in 
England, they’d get a few shocks. Riders 
they have probably never heard of 
would give them a beating, and it would 
be a test of their characters to see 
whether they could stick it out. Scott 
Autrey did and it does you no harm to 
swallow your pride now and then. 
You’ve got to have the guts and 
determination to bounce back, to learn 
and realize that in the long run you're 
going to be a better rider through the 
experience of eating dirt now and again. 

We had to do just that in California. 
Getting beaten still bugs me and Ivan’s 
just the same. It’s not a feeling I intend 
getting used to so there will be a few 
scores to settle next time we meet.

was Bruce Harris in for second 
overall which puts him in an 
excellent spot if Sward falters at 
the next two go-rounds. 


This is the first year that an organized 
attempt has been made to see who is 
King of the Idaho Cross Country scene. 
In the past there have been so called 
state championship races but no 
uniform sanctioning. This year the 
Idaho Motorcyclist Association has 
co-ordinated three events from North, 
Central and South Idaho so that the 
highest scores of the three area races 
will prove to all doubters that they are 
the Number One in their respective 125, 
250 and Open classes. 

Ray Hale’s Vulture 75 had 
sandwashes and wind carved bike traps 
as the main fare for the riders. The 
second event, which will be held in 
southeast Idaho will be rolling hills and 
rocky sage brush, while the third race 
will be the Northern Idaho event May 
11 and will be mountain logs and bogs. 
The only man im the past who could win 
under all of these different conditions 
was Billy Uhl, but unfortunately there 
was no organization in the past to give 
him that credit. 

The banner fell to let them try their 
luck at getting a quick line to the smoke 
bomb but the wind chiseled landscape 
meant there wasn’t any “easy way” to 
be found. 

Things smoothed out a bit after the 
smoke and the Vulture course glided 
down into a snaky sandwash before 
bounding up a sage brush road to Check 
One. By this time Sward was beginning 
to settle into his sure lead as the other 
contenders slugged it out over the backs 
of gullies toward the sandwash that led 
to Check Two. Bruce Harris, who is 
good for a first overall anytime on 
either a MX course or a hare scrambles, 
began gassing it for the eventual second 
overall spot across the high and knobby 
plateaus chasing Dan Muller. More 
sandwashery and a desert road brought 
the riders in to the start-finish area and 
Sward was out in front to stay. 

Dan Muller, the serious challenger in 
the top three, ended up third overall 
and first 125 Expert. Now all of the top 
riders had the latest LTR rear 
suspension (except Muller), they all had 
snappy racing jerseys (except Muller), 
and all had leathers or Barbour suits 
(except Muller, who prefers coveralls), 
and everyone knows that Muller’s 175 
pounds is too much for a stock 125cc in 
a loose sandwash. We all know you can’t 
compete with the big bore bikes under 
such conditions . . . Everyone knows this 
except Muller, who puts on his coveralls 
with a big grin and wastes the 
opposition. 

Fourth overall and first 250 Expert 
was Ron Dillon, fifth was Utah’s Joel 
Quinn on an Ossa. The Utah Bultaco 
riders, spearheaded by Preston Gerbers, 
failed to make a threat as Gerbers 
crashed hard at the recent Rams-IMA 
event two weeks before. Following 
Quinn was another blazing 125 rider, 
Bud Sparks. e

200 eager 
scratchers at Sears 


SONOMA, CAL., APR. 13 

The AFM’s northern chapter 
opened its 1975 season at Sears 
Point with over 200 riders and 
1300 watchers. 


The morning practice sessions were 
chaotic due to the track condition and 
the large number of riders. A car event 
the previous day had left a little oil and 
a lot of grease sweep on the track, 
which was also a bit damp in turn six 
because the underground spring there 
was coming through the asphalt.

The racing started with the sidecars 
event, won in convincing style by the 
McNeal/Kerly team. They had nearly a 
half lap lead over the second place chair 
of Bender and Koop. 


The next event was the 
“featherweight” race for the 50-100 GP 
classes and the 125 and 200 Production 
classes. Last year’s big winner, Ed Unini, 
got boxed in at the start and could 
manage only a third behind Yamaha 
riders John Chermak and Rick 
Kochevar. Allen Kiehl took the 125 
Production class with a fourth overall, 
and Kim Clark was hotly pursued by 
Virginia Aldrich for second in class, 
with Kim in front by a couple of bike 
lengths at the flag. 


The 350 Production class had to be 
flagged off in two waves, with the newer 
riders given the rear positions. Bob 
Tigert took his usual place at the front 
of the pack, with Jed Hargett and 
Dennis Rodgers arguing for second. 
Dennis fell near the end, but 
re-mounted to take fifth, letting Kim 
Cardin and Martin Siegel by into third 
and fourth places, respectively.
